8. Does Ballard receive a tariffed rate for CATV access to its poles?

9. If so, what is the tariffed rate?



10.  How much of an expense is avoided by Ballard, (in terms of maintenance, labor,
replacement cost etc.) by using poles owned by JPEC.

11.  Has Ballard properly followed the procedures for the designation of a JPEC pole as a joint
use pole under the 1954 joint use agreement and its successors?

4. Produce all board minutes of meetings where any change in Ballard’s policies for
construction or maintenance of utility poles was discussed.
